The  most  beautiful  April  day 
at  Pine  Manor,  both  literally 
and  figuratively,  was  Thurs- 
day, April  23,  Founder's  Day 
1992.  Nine  notable  women  in 
communication  careers  were 
on  campus  to  spark  discus- 
sion, answer  questions  and 
expose  students,  faculty,  staff, 
alumnae  and  the  public  to 
thought-provoking  issues  of 
our  times.  The  event  was 
organized  by  Academic  Dean 
Eva  Kampits  and  1991-92 
Annenberg  Visiting  Minority 
Fellow  Carmen  Fields. 


Opening  Speaker: 

Merle  Linda  Wolin  '68 

Opening  speaker  Merle  Linda  Wolin  '68 
presented  'Truth  and  Fairness  Under 
Seige — PEN  International  in  Mexico:  A Case 
Study."  An  award-winning  reporter,  former 
Latin  American  correspondent  for  the  Los 
Angeles  Herald  Examiner  and  a freelance 
journalist,  Wolin  was  nominated  twice  for 
Pulitzer  Prizes:  first  for  "Sweatshop:  Under- 
cover in  the  Garment  Industry,"  and  second, 
for  "Nicaragua  Under  the  Sandanistas:  Por- 
trait of  an  Enemy." 

Wolin  used  her  participation  in  an  ill- 
fated  human  rights  mission  to  Mexico  spon- 
sored by  PEN  International,  the  writer's 
association,  as  a case  study  for  her  thesis  that 
"high  standards  of  honesty,  fairness  and 
professionalism  are  under  siege,  in  journal- 
ism and  elsewhere.  Too  often,"  she  noted, 
"we  journalists  confuse  our  role  of  messen- 
ger with  that  of  the  advocate,  and  then  are 
all  too  willing  to  bend  the  facts  to  suit  our 
own  narrow  purpose." 

The  PEN  mission's  goal  to  investigate 
widespread  allegations  of  murder  and  mis- 
treatment of  Mexican  journalists  has  been 
the  object  of  growing  controversy  in  the  US, 
Mexico  and  Canada.  Wolin  has  led  the 
charge,  beseiging  PEN  officials  and  exposing 


the  organization  in  the  LA  Times  and 
Mexico's  largest  newspaper,  El  National.  She 
accused  PEN  of  foul  play  for  writing  the 
mission's  resolution  before  the  investigation, 
condemning  the  Salinas  government,  and  for 
distorting  the  facts  to  push  a more  political 
agenda:  derailing  the  proposed  North  Ameri- 
can Free  Trade  Agreement.  "Now,"  she  told 
her  PMC  audience,  "an  official  inquiry  will 
no  longer  do.  PEN  International  needs  to 
rescind  the  resolution,  apologize  to  the  Mexi- 
can government  and  her  people,  and  perhaps 
most  importantly,  apologize  to  the  human 
rights  community  for  betraying  the  inviolate 
principles  of  honesty  and  fairness,  upon 
which  the  crucial  work  of  all  human  rights — 
indeed  all  journalism — relies." 

She  concluded,  "I  take  the  standards  of 
my  profession  seriously,  as  I believe  all  who 
practice  it  should.  To  knowingly  twist  the 
truth  in  the  service  of  some  cause  is,  in  the 
words  of  NY  Times  TV  critic  Walter 
Goodman,  "'subversive  of  the  journalist's 
main  job,  a difficult  one  to  do  w,ell  in  the  best 
of  circumstances,  and  the  only  one  a journal- 
ist is  competent  to  do  or  should  aspire  to  do 
in  a democracy,  where  the  populace  is  sup- 
posed to  be  informed,  not  manipulated:  Tell 
what  is,  and  let  others  take  it  from  there.'"

Panel  "Communication: 

A Changing  World" 

A lively  discussion  of  current  options  and 
issues  for  women  in  communication  brought 
together  Annenberg  Fellow  Carmen  Fields, 
moderator,  and  Victoria  Jones,  special 
projects  producer  and  writer,  WHDH-TV; 
Jane  Druker  Knight,  account  executive/ 
director  of  sponsorships,  WXKS-Radio; 
Tamara  McClinton,  assistant  director  and 
editor,  WGBH-TV;  and  Lydia  Woodward 
'71,  story  editor  for  "St.  Elsewhere,"  writer/ 
producer  for  "China  Beach,"  and  currently 
a writer  for  ABC  and  NBC. 

Together,  panel  and  audience  explored 
the  dimensions  added  by  women  to  the  field 
of  communication.  Among  topics  discussed 
were:  Must  females  in  the  media  "be  like 
men"?  How  are  women  perceived  and  por- 
trayed in  the  media  today?  Are  there  gender- 
specific  assignments  of  meanings  to  social 
events?  To  what  degree  does  reporting  style 
affect  an  event?  The  pressures  of  being  a role 
model,  limited  assignments  and  advance- 
ment opportunities  for  women  and  minority 
women  were  thoroughly  examined.  Each 
panelist  also  expressed  her  viewpoint  on 
where  her  field  is  headed  and  her  forecast 
for  women  in  that  field. 


Keynote  Speaker  Geneva  Overholser 


Keynote  Speaker: 

Geneva  Overholser 

The  day's  keynote  speaker  was  Geneva 
Overholser,  editor  of  The  Des  Moines  Register, 
which  won  the  1991  Pulitzer  Prize  for  its 
series  on  the  Nancy  Ziegenmeyer  rape  case. 
The  29-year-old  woman  came  forward  in 
response  to  an  opinion  piece  written  by 
Overholser,  which  said  in  part,  "A  tenet  of 
journalism  holds  that  we  ought  to  come  as 
close  as  possible  to  printing  the  facts  as  we 
know  them.  Going  against  this  rule  in  the 
case  of  rape  victims  feels  to  me  very  much 
like  participating  in  the  onus,  the  stigma, 
that  I find  so  unjust."  Noting  that  society's 
attitudes  to  homosexuality,  AIDS  and  abor- 
tion have  grown  and  matured  through  expo- 
sure, Overholser,  while  noting  she  would 
not  print  names  of  rape  victims,  added,  "As 
long  as  rape  is  deemed  unspeakable — and  is 
therefore  not  fully  and  honestly  spoken  of — - 
the  public  outrage  will  be  muted  as  well." 

Overholser  opened  her  remarks  by  speak- 
ing of  changes  in  today's  world.  In  public  life 
she  noted  the  breakdown  of  civic  discourse 
into  factional  interests  and  the  loss  of  a sense 
of  responsibility  to  one  another.  Next  she 
moved  to  international  relations  in  a world 
where  the  cold  war,  on  which  all  views  had 
been  predicated,  appears  over.  "Now,"  she 
said," we' re  not  sure  how  to  handle  the  unat-

tended  consequences  of  the  old  world  order." 
Finally,  she  examined  the  political  process, 
noting  voter  disaffection  and  the  widespread 
feeling  that  a vote  has  no  meaning. 

"Where  does  the  press  fit  in?"  Overholser 
asked.  "Many  say  we  are  a large  part  of  the 
problem;  certainly  we  must  be  a large  part  of 
the  cure."  In  an  ironic  way,  she  said,  the 
"strange  creed  of  objectivity  means  that  the 
press  becomes  too  dispassionate  and  de- 
tached to  bring  home  its  message."  Among 
other  problems  in  the  media's  health,  she 
noted  the  exclusion  of  real  people  from  the 
system  and  dwelling  on  "sexy,"  inconse- 
quential details  or  negative,  sensational  ones. 
"There  is  plenty  of  truth  to  the  charges  about 
the  media,"  she  admitted,  "but  much  of  the 
criticism  is  oversimplified.  And  it  is  danger- 
ous because  it  may  lead  to  keeping  things 
out.  When  things  don't  get  in  the  newspaper, 
you  aren't  fully  informed,  and  what  you 
don't  know  can  hurt  you." 

"1  believe  the  public  wants  to  read  the 
truth,  to  know  what's  going  on,  to  tackle  the 
difficult  issues,"  Overholser  stated.  "Here  is 
where  the  media  can  be  part  of  the  solution: 
we  are  worth  nothing  unless  we  really  give  a 
voice  to  the  people — all  the  people.  I believe 
the  great  hope  in  America  today  lies  with 
those  who  have  not  held  power — such  as 
women  and  minorities.  They  are  less  cynical 
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Boston  Globe  editor  Loretta  McLaughlin's  " Fireside  Chat"  in  the  Moncrief  Room. 


and  less  locked  into  conventional  thinking, 
yet  they  are  surely  still  not  in  power  and  not 
in  power  in  the  press.  Their  voices  would 
make  the  press  freer,  more  hopeful,  more 
effective  and  healthier.  We  need  to  believe, 
no  matter  how  hard  the  knocks  we've  taken 
and  how  painfully  aware  we  are  of  the 
world's  injustices,  that  we  have  to  let  all 
viewpoints  out  and  that  the  truth  will  out," 
she  concluded.  "Engage  in  the  debate,  be- 
lieve in  yourselves  and  in  your  ability  to 
make  changes,  and  in  our  common  future." 

Skills  for  Winning 
Communications: 

Lilyan  Wilder 

During  the  afternoon,  PMC  communication 
students  had  a once-in-a-lifetime  opportu- 
nity. Speech  and  media  consultant  Lilyan 
Wilder,  president  of  Lilyan  Wilder,  Inc.,  NY, 
conducted  a workshop  in  the  Annenberg 
Communications  Center  TV  Studio  just  for 
them.  Wilder' s clients  have  ranged  from  Jane 
Bryant  Quinn,  columnist  for  Neivsiveek  and 
John  Scully,  CEO  of  Apple  Computer,  to 
Oprah  Winfrey  and  President  George  Bush. 

Each  PMC  student  completed  an  assign- 
ment and  viewed  a video  to  prepare  for  the 
workshop.  Wilder's  instruction  included 
presentation,  voice  and  articulation  skills. 


Wilder  stresses  three  important  factors  in 
speaking:  "clarity — which  is  aided  by  prac- 
ticing aloud;  responding  to  the  audience  one 
person  at  a time;  and  involvement."  She 
notes  that  to  bring  out  the  best  in  people  it  is 
necessary  to  bring  out  their  real  personality. 
"The  speech  cannot  simply  be  cut  from  a 
mold,"  she  says.  "It  has  to  be  connected  to 
the  heart." 

"It  was  really  awesome,"  said  one  stu- 
dent. "I  was  terrified,  but  she  said  1 had  a 
good  voice!" 

A Fireside  Chat: 

Loretta  McLaughlin 

The  day's  events  came  to  a stimulating,  yet 
relaxing,  close  with  tea  in  front  of  the  firelace 
in  The  Moncrief  Room  with  editor  of  The 
Boston  Globe's  Editorial  Pages,  Loretta 
McLaughlin. 

McLaughlin  traced  important  events  in 
her  career  with  wit  and  thoughtfulness, 
answering  questions  throughout  her  dia- 
logue. She  began  with  her  first  employment 
at  the  independently  operated  Massachu- 
setts State  House  News  Service.  ("I  was 
lucky  there  was  a war  and  they  needed 
reporters.")  Among  some  of  the  highlights 
she  shared  were  her  award-winning  Boston 
Herald  American  series  on  gray-market  adop- 
tions, the  exciting  1960  Hyannis  Port-based

strategizing  of  the  Kennedy  presidential 
campaign,  and  investigative  reporting  of 
The  Boston  Strangler  serial  murders. 

A Biology  major,  McLaughlin  noted  her 
growing  interest  in  medically  related  sub- 
jects which  led  to  two  years  as  a science 
writer  for  Harvard  University's  Faculty  of 
Arts  & Sciences  and  her  editing  and  contrib- 
uting to  "The  Medicated  Society."  She  also 
furnished  her  audience  with  insights  into  the 
field  of  public  relations,  having  served  as 
Director  of  Public  Information  for  the  MA 
Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary  and  the  writer  of  the 
Infirmary's  history. 

Having  joined  the  Globe  as  its  medical 
news  specialist,  McLaughlin  talked  about 
her  series  "Population — Straining  the  Lim- 
its," which  won  her  the  Population 
Institute's  International  First  Prize,  the  publi- 
cation of  her  book.  The  Pill,  John  Rock,  and  the 
Church:  The  Biography  of  a Rez’olution,  and 
other  subjects  often  reflected  in  her  editorials 
such  as  medical  economics,  a national  health 
care  plan,  AIDS,  the  delivery  of  health  care, 
women's  rights,  and  an  aging  society. 

Most  important,  however,  was 
McLaughlin's  delight  in  her  chosen  profes- 
sion and  her  optimism  about  its  continued 
vitality.  "Where  else  could  you  have  so 
much  fun  and  be  paid  for  it?"  she  asked  her 
audience.  "It  is  a fine  field  for  women.  Get

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Walters  telling  my  class  it  was  OK  if  we 
didn't  know  exactly  what  we  wanted  to  be 
when  we  grew  up  because  commencement 
was  just  the  beginning  of  a long  life  that 
would  bring  many  changes;  and  the  burning 
sensation  in  my  eyes. 

The  days  leading  up  to  graduation  are 
supposed  to  be  fun,  and  they  were,  but 
between  packing  and  partying,  I had  been 
crying  for  two  days.

taught  for  10  years  in  suburban  high  schools 
so  there  has  been  a graduation  in  my  spring- 
time every  year  since  I received  my  high 
school  diploma  21  years  ago. 

I've  watched  enough  graduates  ceremo- 
niously flip  their  tassles  from  one  side  to  the 
other  to  know  that  even  though  many  of 
them  are  screaming,  "Finally,  I'm  outta 
here!"  they  actually  wish  their  U-Hauls  were 
headed  in  the  other  direction. 

The  best  benefit  of  teaching  is  that  stu- 
dents often  talk  honestly  with  me  about  how 
they  feel.  And  at  graduation,  many  of  them 
feel  scared  to  leave  the  academic  nest. 

College  is  about  community,  they  con- 
fide, about  making  really  good  friends  with 
strangers  once  eyed  curiously  at  freshman 
orientation.  It's  about  studying  all  night  and 
knowing  that  if  you  roam  the  dorm  halls 
long  enough  you'll  find  others  awake  to  help 
you  finish  that  pot  of  coffee.  It's  about  feel- 
ing comfortable  with  all  those  familiar  faces 
around  campus,  about  walking  into  the 
dining  room  knowing  you'll  never  have  to 
eat  alone. 

For  many  graduates,  commencement 
feels  more  like  an  ending  than  a beginning 
and,  despite  Webster's  definition,  it's  easy  to 
understand  why.  When  there's  no  job  offer, 
when  parents  are  celebrating  their  last  tu- 
ition bill  and  laying  on  the  pressure  not  to 
move  back  in,  when  the  first  September 
without  a game  plan  looms,  many  wish  they

were  back  in  kindergartern  with  the  teacher 
who  was  assigning  buddies. 

We  were  in  the  middle  of  a recession,  too, 
when  I graduated  in  1975,  but  it  paled  by 
comparison  to  the  economy  this  year's 
graduates  face.  By  the  end  of  summer,  most 
of  my  friends  and  I had  found  pretty  good 
first  jobs  and  none  of  our  parents  were  out 
of  work. 

The  future  is  murkier  for  this  year's 
graduates  than  it  was  for  my  generation. 

I never  worried  that  I wouldn't  be  able  to 
afford  a first  home,  although  given  my 
monthly  mortgage  payment  today,  relative 
to  how  safe  I feel  about  it  as  an  investment, 
maybe  I should  have. 

The  bar  scene  was  not  my  favorite  place 
to  look  for  Mr.  Right  (although  ironically,  a 
mutual  friend  introduced  me  to  him  there 
the  year  after  I graduated),  but  today,  with 
the  AIDS  epidemic  raging,  dating  must  be 
downright  scary. 

Children?  I always  figured  that  if  I mar- 
ried I would  have  them,  and  now  because  I 
know  the  joy  of  raising  two,  it  saddens  me  to 


hear  the  number  of  young  people  who  tell 
me  thay  have  decided  not  to  have  kids  be- 
cause the  world  is  so  messed  up. 

When  I graduated  from  college,  I gave 
passing  thought  to  moving  to  the  West  Coast 
to  start  my  career,  but  family  ties  and  the  fear 
of  earthquakes  kept  me  in  New  England.  I 
wonder  how  many  students  have  decided 
against  moving  to  Los  Angeles  or  Atlanta  or 
urban  America  during  the  events  of  the 
spring  of  1992. 

There  is,  of  course,  a much  brighter  side 
to  college  graduations.  The  boxes  of  packed 
books  that  actually  have  been  read.  A new 
generation  of  Americans  enlightened  in  the 
liberal  arts.  Job  offers  and  graduate  school 
acceptances.  The  satisfaction  and  pride  of 
reaching  a personal  goal. 

But  just  like  17  years  ago,  the  pit  in  the 
stomach  invades.  What  a different  world  it  is 
today  than  when  Barbara  Walters  told  me  to

X his  year's  Convocation  speaker  was 
Elizabeth  Markham  McLean  '65,  whose 
daughter  Penny  received  her  B.A.  and 
daughter  Jennifer  received  her  A. A.  at  Com- 
mencement. Noting  her  daughters  were  the 
third  generation  in  their  family  to  graduate 
from  a women's  college,  McLean  spoke  of 
the  value  of  the  Pine  Manor  experience. 
Acknowledging  Convocation  as  an  exciting 
day  for  receiving  tangible  recognition,  she 
chose  to  speak  primarily  of  experiences  that 
do  not  receive  awards. 

Among  growthful  experiences  not  recog- 
nized by  formal  Convocations,  McLean 
noted,  were  freshman  orientation,  freshman 
composition  ("rewrites  of  rewrites"),  becom- 
ing accustomed  to  a roommate,  phone  bills 
and  parking  tickets,  parties,  exams,  and 
learning  one's  way  around  Boston  and 
beyond. 

Turning  to  a more  serious  vein,  she  noted 
such  opportunities  as  roles  in  plays  and 
membership  on  athletic  teams  at  a college 
that  "encourages  all  women  and  where  all 
women  have  a chance.  It  has  been  well  docu- 
mented that  graduates  of  a women's  college 
reflect  the  advantages  of  their  experience," 
she  said.  "These  women  are  twice  as  likely  to 
excel  in  their  careers  or  further  education... 
They  are  twice  as  likely  to  give  money.  I 
believe  there  are  a number  of  reasons.  The 
first  is  loyalty  to  the  college  where  the  op- 
portunity to  experience  success  occurred. 

The  second  is  to  help  their  colleges  continue 
to  provide  this  opportunity  for  younger 
women.  Women's  colleges  need  your  sup- 
port and  loyalty.  In  1972  there  were  228 
women's  colleges;  today  there  are  93  left." 

"Are  these  colleges  important?"  McLean 
asked.  "A  recent  study  revealed  women's 
colleges  are  actually  better  for  women.  It 
found  women  who  attend  these  colleges 
participate  more  in  and  out  of  class.  They 
have  more  self-esteem,  score  higher  on 
achievement  tests,  are  more  likely  to  major 
in  sciences,  and  they  are  more  likely  to 
graduate.  Young  women  obviously  benefit  a 
great  deal  from  an  environment  that  fosters 
self-confidence.  And  tins  self-confidence 
seems  to  last  a lifetime.  Think  of  what  you 
were  like  as  a student,  as  an  athlete,  as  a 
person  when  you  arrived  at  Pine  Manor. 
Now  think  of  how  you  have  grown  and 
developed,"  she  counseled  her  audience. 
"That  growth  and  development;  that  self- 
confidence  and  motivation  have  come  from 
the  positive  influence  of  this  College.  That  is 
the  real  award  you  leave  with  today."

r V hat  do  you  want  to  be  when  you  grow 
up?  I graduated  from  Pine  Manor  Junior 
College  in  1977,  the  last  year  the  College  had 
that  name.  Most  people  then  didn't  feel  a 
women's  college  could  expand  to  a four-year 
institution. 

It  was  a time  when  women  were  forced  to 
look  for  equality  in  the  educational  sphere  to 
find  equality  in  the  job  world.  The  feeling 
was  that  women  should  compete  with  men 
in  their  educational  world  to  compete  with 
men  in  the  job  market — that  unless  you  held 
a diploma  from  one  of  the  top  men's  colleges 
that  had  recently  allowed  women  to  hallow 
its  halls,  you  didn't  have  a fighting  chance  of 
commanding  an  interview,  let  alone  a job. 
And  the  thought  of  receiving  equal  pay  with 
a man  for  the  same  job  was  a dream  that 
would  never  happen.  At  best,  it  would  be  up 
to  a panel  of  men. 


In  1977,  the  climate  was  especially  hard 
on  women.  Our  foresisters  had  made  great 
headway  turning  the  thoughts  of  people  to 
the  prospect  of  having  women  in  the  work- 
place as  equals.  Paths  to  some  of  the  most 
interesting  careers  had  been  cleared.  But  as 
new  doors  opened  ahead,  old  doors  closed 
behind.  We  had  changed  people's  opinions 
of  us.  We  had  changed  our  opinions  about 
ourselves.  We  were  not  just  capable  of  great 
strides,  but  suddenly  these  strides  were 
demanded  of  us.  And  we  demanded  them 
from  ourselves  and  from  each  other.  Worst 
of  all,  we  began  to  compete  with  each  other 
for  those  few  jobs,  those  few  opportunities 
open  to  women.  We  competed  with  each 
other  instead  of  supporting  each  other — not 
standing  together  to  survive  as  a group,  but 
divided,  struggling  to  survive  as  individuals. 

Alone,  dragged  along  in  the  wake  of 
liberation,  we  carried  this  responsibility  for 
the  continuation  of  the  women's  "move- 
ment." Our  foresisters  had  knocked  them- 
selves out  for  us...  we  had  to  keep  up  the 
momentum!  We  put  a burden  cloaked  in 
self-esteem  upon  ourselves.  You  were  no  one 
unless  you  had  a career.  You  were  nothing 
unless  you  were  something!  You  had  to  be 
some  thing!  "What  do  you  want  to  be  when 
you  grow  up?”  echoed  through  our  heads. 
This  was  the  feeling  I remember  as  a senior/ 
sophomore  sitting  out  there  in  my  black 
gown  with  my  fabulous  tassled  hat.  And 
that's  when  I met  Catherine  Blanchard 
Cleary,  our  Commencement  speaker. 

Mrs.  Cleary  came  with  a resume  that  was 
miles  long.  Not  little  jobs.  This  was  a formi- 
dable woman:  AB,  University  of  Chicago; 
LLB,  University  of  Wisconsin;  LLD,  Ripon 
College.  Apprentice  teacher.  Shady  Hill 
School,  Cambridge  '37;  full  teacher.  New 
Canaan  Country  Day  through  '40.  Admitted

Tire  career  advice  that  she  was  to  bestow  on 
us  would  be  invaluable. 

This  handsome  woman  stood  before  us 
that  sunny  day  in  1977  and  told  us  that  the 
most  demanding  and  rewarding  job  she  had 
ever  held  was  being  a wife  and  mother.  It 
was  24-hour  duty  with  no  promotions.

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Every  aspect  of  the  business  world  was 
involved:  employee  of  your  own  company, 
responsibility  for  its  smooth  running, 
janitor  and  everything  in  between.  And  the 
rewards,  although  not  financial,  were  far 
more  valuable. 

I sat  numb  in  my  chair.  I couldn't  believe 
what  I heard.  Of  this  massive  resume,  the 
most  difficult  and  rewarding  job  was  being 
a wife  and  a mother?  More  important,  1 
couldn't  believe  what  1 felt.  Suddenly,  a 
tremendous  weight  lifted  from  my  shoul- 
ders. Suddenly,  I didn't  feel  any  pressures 
of  the  responsibility  of  this  women's  move- 
ment. This  woman  who  had  come  so  far  in 
this  world,  who  had  done  it  all,  stood  before 
us  and  gave  us  permission  to  be  whatever 
we  wanted  to  be  and  to  be  proud  of  it.  There 
was  no  job  that  didn't  demand  all  of  your 
skills  and  energies.  Now,  the  important 
thing  was  women's  ability  to  choose  what 
they  wanted  to  be.  And  because  we  chose  it, 
we  would  excel  at  it. 

And  then  I understood  what  we  had 
gained  from  our  foresisters:  the  right  to  have 
a career  if  we  wanted,  to  have  a family  if  we 
wanted,  or  to  have  both  if  we  wanted.  We 
inherited  the  right  to  have  a choice  and  to  be 
proud  of  every  choice  we  made.  So,  in  1977, 
the  question,  " What  do  you  want  to  be  when 
you  grow  up?"  was  answered,  "Anything  I 
want  to  be." 

That  was  15  years  ago.  I don't  find  the 
question  appropriate  anymore.  A lot  has 
happened.  More  and  more  women  have 
chosen  to  be  jugglers,  to  "have  it  all."  We 
weren't  emotionally  satisfied  with  just  a 
career,  and  somehow  we  lacked  self-esteem 
if  we  didn't  have  something  to  call  our  own. 
We  were  caught  in  the  labels...  what  we 
were.  And  while  defining  ourselves  in  those 
terms,  WHAT  we  are,  we  lose  the  most  im- 
portant thing  in  life — WHO  we  are! 

What  you  are  means  nothing  if  you  are 
not  happy  with  the  person  inside  your  skin. 
If  you  are  unhappy,  you  will  be  an  unhappy 
president  as  easily  as  an  unhappy  secretary 
because  the  most  liberating  experience  of  all 
is  to  be  content  with  yourself,  to  have  confi- 
dence in  the  person  you  are.  Otherwise,  how 
can  you  enjoy  the  choices  we  have  the  free- 
dom to  make? 

So  here  you  are  in  1992,  on  your  gradua- 
tion day,  about  to  matriculate  into  the  "real" 
world.  And  here  I am  your  Commencement 
speaker,  who  is  here  as  your  peer,  certainly 
not  as  the  woman  of  stature  who  stood  be- 
fore me,  to  give  you  permission.  Somehow 
we  always  need  permission  from  others  to 
think  of  ourselves.  1 give  you  permission  to 
be  whoever  you  want  to  be.  And  to  be  proud 
of  that  person  and  to  respect  that  person. 
When  you  are  happy,  when  you  are  a whole 
person,  then  and  only  then,  can  you  enjoy 
life.  And  that's  really  what  we  are  here  for... 
to  enjoy  the  journey  through  life. 

To  be  trite:  life  is  like  a play  or  a movie. 
When  people  tell  you  about  a movie,  they

Two  Receive  Grant  from  Women's  College  Coalition

Pine  Manor  is  proud  to  announce 
that  "The  Role  of  Women's  Col- 
leges in  Self  Development  & 
Personal  Growth:  A Comparative 
Study/'  a research  proposal  by 
Professors  Nia  Lane  Chester  and 
Nancy  P.  White,  was  among  nine 
selected  nationwide  for  a 1992 
DuPont  Grant  from  the  Women's 
College  Coalition  (WCC),  Wash- 
ington, DC.  The  proposal  was 
among  57  submitted  in  response 
to  the  WCC's  call  for  researchers 
investigating  issues  of  gender 
and  education,  specifically  educa- 
tion of  women  in  single-sex  and 
co-educational  settings.  (Interest 
in  single-sex  education  has  re- 
cently been  revived  due  to  How 
Schools  Shortchange  Girls,  a 1992 
report  on  disadvantages  experi- 
enced by  young  women  in  co- 
educational classes,  published  by 
the  American  Association  of 
University  Women.) 

Among  other  recipients  of 
WCC  grants  was  nationally 
known  researcher  Dr.  M.  Eliza- 
beth Tidball  of  George  Washing- 
ton University  Medical  Center, 
Washington,  DC.  Researchers  at 
Smith  College,  Northampton, 

MA,  were  the  only  other  Massa- 
chusetts educators  to  receive  a 
grant. 

Drs.  Chester  and  White  will 
compare  first-year  and  senior 
women  at  a single-sex  and  a co- 
educational liberal  arts  college  to 
determine  the  effects  of  college  on 
self-esteem,  maturity,  ego  devel- 
opment, sex-role  attitudes,  and 
career  expectations.  Noting  that 
most  prior  research  has  dealt 
with  highly  selective  institutions, 
they  plan  to  focus  on  less  com- 


petitive colleges  in  order  to 
understand  personal  growth  and 
sense  of  identity  in  women  who 
lack  confidence  in  their  own 
academic  abilities  and,  therefore, 
may  be  particularly  vulnerable 
to  gender  biases  in  educational 
institutions. 

Class  of  1941  Awards 
Endowed  Scholarship 

The  Class  of  1941's  50th  Reunion 
gift  of  an  endowed  scholarship  has 
been  awarded  to  Sonie  Felix  of 
Boston,  a member  of  the  Class  of 
1996.  The  scholarship  provides  a 
half-tuition  grant,  renewable  for 
four  years. 

Sonie  was  an  honor  roll  student 
at  Boston  English  High  School, 
where  she  also  played  varsity 
volleyball,  basketball  and  softball. 
She  is  interested  in  studying  litera- 
ture and  poetry  at  PMC  and  wants 
to  become  a teacher.
